not have been more quietly conducted 
and 110 amount of hysteria could have 
emphasized or equaled the impression 
of tense anxiety which pervaded the 
room.

Before he heard the news M cM ani­ 
gal had been apprised of the pleas of 
the McNam aras and had said with a 
chuckle that he was glad to hear of 
their action as it confirmed his asser­ 
tions and he thought the public now 
would regard him differently.

has no intention of atti nipting to u ,1 
ciliate 
the 
progressive 
Ri publicans. , 
This is the conclusion drawn by poli- J 
tlcians from the interview with him 
published in the current number of j 
the Outlook. 
Upon the progressives he throws the [ 
blame for failure to enact laws which 
the country desires. 
His tone is ntore 
kindly to the Democrats, for whose 
aid he was grateful in connection with 
the passage of the Canadian recipro­ 
city bill, which was rejected by the 
Dominion. 
The effect of the interview will be 
to 
cause 
the 
progressives, 
either , 
through Interviews or speeches upon 
the floors of the senate and house, to ; 
attack the president and answer the 
charges he has made. 
The progres­ 
sives will argue that had the legisla­ 
tion recommended by the president 
been enacted, especially in connection 
with the further control of railroads j 
and 
the creation of postal 
savings I 
banks, the people would have discov- j 
ered that it was reactionary In char 
acter. 
But the biggest political asset in the 
Outlook interview, from the progres- ! 
sive and Democratic standpoint, is the . 
president’s admission that, if he had 1 
to make the celebrated Winona speech 
over again, he would modify his en­ 
comium 
of 
the Aldrich 
tariff. 
He 
would not say that it was the “ best 
ever passed.” 
But would use a com­ 
parative term. 
He said 
that, with 
fifteen crowded schedules to overhaul 
at 
short 
notice, 
“ a 
president 
can 
hardly be expected to make a radical 
light over each detail that strikes him 
as unwise.” 
As a result of the policy of revising 
the tariff schedule by schedule the 
president will be able to interfere with 
greater chance of obtaining the adop­ 
tion of his own views. 
But such in- j 
terference, the 
regulars 
assort, w ill j 
constitute a complete about face on 
the part- of the chief executive, as ; 
since the beginning of his adm inistra­ 
tion he has declared it was no part of 
the duty of the president to intervene 
in legislation and that, in accordance 1 
with the Constitution, he would mere 
ly recommend and then approve or 1 
disapprove the resultant bill, as hi* I 
deemed the Interests of the people 
required.
